On Monday afternoon at a quarter 
before four o’clock the official party 
for the monument dedications of the 
following day will arrive in Gettys­ 
burg in a finely appointed train over 
the Western Maryland. They will re­ 
main here until Wednesday morning 
when they will go to Antietam, where 
they will dedicate the New York plot 
on the battlefield 


The official party to arrive in Get­ 
tysburg Monday will leave New York 
City early in the morning and wiii 
include members of the Governor’s 
staff, members of the State senate 
and 
legislature, 
prominent 
Grand 
Army men, and numbers of others. 
One hundred will be on this train. In 
addition transportation has been fur­ 
nished to many New York veterans 
who will come on other trains for the 
dedications. 
Descendants of General 
John 
B. 
Robinson and General Abner Double­ 
day will be here and several of them 
will take part in the unveiling cere­ 
monies on Tuesday afternoon. 
The 
visitors have made reservations at 
the Eagle and Gettysburg hotels. 
The two monuments are to be lo- 
i ated west and north-west of town, 
the one near Reynolds’ Grove, and the 
other on Oak Ridge near the tower. 
'I he bases have been 
in for

months and the granite pedestals arid 
heroic bronze statues are now here. 
Their erection is being rushed w ith ail 
possible speed 


The granite came all the way from 
Vermont. Freight congestion held up 
its coming throagh as quickly as it 
was hoped but the mammoth stones 
were received this week, frame work 
has been put up on the sites OI the 
memorials, and special facilities have 
been secured for the prompt and safe 
handling of the stone and bronze.

•ripply is concerned, to speed up the 
(production of foot! crops wherever this 
can be done, and to stop as many as 
,potable of the leaks through which 
■hundreds of millions of dollars’ worth 
;of edible products annually is wasted. 
Eleven million three hundred and for- 
ty -fii thousand four hundred dollars 
lire made available for the work in 
the food production bill. 
This money 
la for emergency use In addition to the 
fonds appropriated in the regular ag­ 
ricultural appropriation bill for the 
naomi activities of the department. The 
WH alco is distinct from the food con­ 
trol WU. a measure having to do chief­ 
ly with the regulation of the distribu­ 
tion of food. 
Ta increase County Agent Force. 
One of the most Important steps to 
he taken to the emergency agricultural 
•work will be the extension of the ex­ 
isting force of county agent*, the Joint 
field employee* of the deportment end 
the state*, who come Into most direct 
contact with farmer*. 
With the addi­ 
tion of the new county agents, an 
•gent will be situated in practically 
attry agricultural county In the Unit­ 
ed States that will co-operate to advise 
•od assist farmer* in every way pos­ 
sible on matters of production, conser­ 
vation and marketing.

o f woman county agents in rural conn 
glee will be considerably increased and 
other woman agents wilt be placed in 
S number of the larger towns and Tit­ 
ian.

Marketing Assistance. 
Producers will be given advice by 
the bureau of markets regarding Im­ 
proved methods of packing and hand­ 
ling food products.
